FOR the purpose of continuing requiring the Governor to appoint the chair of the 4 

State Board of Physicians; establishing the term of the office of the chair; and 5 

generally relating to appointment and term of the chair of the State Board of 6 

Physicians. and certain allied health advisory committees in accordance with 7 

the provisions of the Maryland Program Evaluation Act (Sunset Law) by 8 

extending to a certain date the termination provisions relating to the statutory 9 

and regulatory authority of the Board and the committees; altering to a certain 10 

date the termination provision related to the Perfusion Advisory Committee; 11 

prohibiting an individual from being appointed to the Board or an allied health 12 

advisory committee under certain circumstances; repealing a certain provision 13 
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of law regarding entry onto private premises for a certain purpose; authorizing 1 

the Board’s executive director to apply for a certain search warrant under 2 

certain circumstances; specifying that the application for the warrant must 3 

meet certain requirements; authorizing a judge who receives a certain search 4 

warrant application to issue a warrant under certain circumstances; specifying 5 

that a certain search warrant must include certain information and be executed 6 

and returned to a certain person within a certain period of time; authorizing the 7 

Board to waive, under certain circumstances, certain training required for 8 

licensure; codifying the requirement that the Board provide certain individuals 9 

an opportunity to appear before the Board under certain circumstances; 10 

requiring the Board to disclose the filing of charges and initial denials of 11 

licensure on the Board’s Web site; requiring that physician license profiles 12 

include a summary of charges filed against the physician and a copy of the 13 

charging document under certain circumstances; requiring that license profiles 14 

include a certain disclaimer; requiring the Board to include certain information 15 

on a license profile within a certain time period; specifying that a certain report 16 

that certain entities are required to file with the Board include certain 17 

information; authorizing the Board to impose a certain civil penalty on an 18 

alternative health system that fails to file a certain report; requiring the Board 19 

to remit a certain penalty to the General Fund of the State; repealing the 20

   (III) THE INDIVIDUAL IS CERTIFIED BY A CERTIFYING 5 

ORGANIZATION THAT THE BOARD RECOGNIZES IN ITS REGULATIONS. 6

including termination of employment, suspension, or probation, for reasons that might 16 

be grounds for disciplinary action under § 14–404 of this subtitle; 17 

 

    3. The hospital or related institution took any 18 

disciplinary action against an individual in a postgraduate medical training program, 19 

including removal from the training program, suspension, or probation for reasons 20 

that might be grounds for disciplinary action under § 14–404 of this subtitle; 21 

 

    4. A licensed physician or an individual in a 22 

postgraduate training program voluntarily resigned from the staff, employ, or training 23 

program of the hospital or related institution for reasons that might be grounds for 24 

disciplinary action under § 14–404 of this subtitle; or 25 

 

    5. The hospital or related institution placed any other 26 

restrictions or conditions on any of the licensed physicians as listed in items 1 through 27 

4 of this subparagraph for any reasons that might be grounds for disciplinary action 28 

under § 14–404 of this subtitle; AND 29 

 

   (III) STATES THAT NO ACTION WAS TAKEN AGAINST THE 30 

LICENSED PHYSICIAN IF THE HOSPITAL OR RELATED INSTITUTION DID NOT 31 

TAKE ACTION AGAINST THE LICENSED PHYSICIAN DURING THE PERIOD 32 

COVERED BY THE REPORT. 33 

 

  (2) The hospital or related institution shall: 34 
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   (i) Submit the report within 10 days of any action described in 1

restrictions or conditions on any licensed physician for any reasons that might be 14 

grounds for disciplinary action under § 14–404 of this subtitle; AND 15 

 

   (III) STATES THAT NO ACTION WAS TAKEN AGAINST THE 16 

LICENSED PHYSICIAN IF THE ALTERNATIVE HEALTH SYSTEM DID NOT TAKE 17 

ACTION AGAINST THE LICENSED PHYSICIAN DURING THE PERIOD COVERED BY 18 

THE REPORT. 19 

 

  (2) The alternative health system shall: 20 

 

   (i) Submit the report within 10 days of any action described in 21 

paragraph (1)(ii) of this subsection; and 22

31, 2012, the State Board of Physicians and the Department of Health and Mental 15 

Hygiene jointly shall develop and implement a strategy for reducing the backlog of 16 

complaint cases. 17 

 

 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before December 18 

31, 2012, the State Board of Physicians shall assess its fee–charging practices and 19 

submit to the Department of Legislative Services a long–term fiscal plan that includes: 20 

 

  (1) a description of the method the Board uses to determine the 21 

amount of licensing fees that the Board will charge licensees; 22 

 

  (2) the adequacy of the Board’s fund balance, including the Board’s 23 

projected fund balance based on fee levels specified in regulations; and 24 

 

  (3) the sufficiency of physician fee levels, including whether current 25 

fee levels need to be adjusted to reflect costs associated with peer review and physician 26 

rehabilitation activities. 27 

 

 SECTION 5. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before December 28 

31, 2012, the State Board of Physicians shall develop and implement a plan to improve 29 

the recruitment of allied health advisory committee members. 30 

 

 SECTION 6. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before December 31 

31, 2012, the State Board of Physicians shall amend its regulations to reflect the 32 

procedures of the Board. 33 
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 SECTION 7. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before December 1 

31, 2012, the State Board of Physicians, the Maryland Insurance Administration, the 2 

Office of the Attorney General, and the Department of Health and Mental Hygiene’s 3 

Office of the Inspector General shall jointly determine the appropriate entity for 4 

investigating and enforcing Title 1, Subtitle 3 of the Health Occupations Article. 5 

 

 SECTION 8. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before December 6 

31, 2012, the State Board of Physicians, in consultation with the Physician Assistant 7 

Advisory Committee and physician assistants and supervising physicians from a 8 

variety of practice settings, shall adopt regulations for determining:  9 

 

  (1) what constitutes an advanced duty; and 10 

 

  (2) how many successful procedures a physician assistant must 11 

perform to be deemed able to safely perform a medical act. 12 

 

 SECTION 9. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the State Board of 13 

Physicians shall issue a license to an individual under § 14–5B–10 of the Health 14 

Occupations Article if the individual: 15 

 

  (1) was enrolled in an unaccredited radiation therapy, radiography, or 16 

nuclear medicine technology program on October 1, 2010, and graduates by June 30, 17 

2014; and 18 

 

  (2) meets all other requirements for licensure. 19 

 

 SECTION 10. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before June 1, 20 

2013, the State Board of Physicians shall submit a report to the Department of 21 

Legislative Services. The report shall address the status of the implementation of the 22 

recommendations made by the Department of Legislative Services in the November 23 

2011 publication “Sunset Review: Evaluation of the State Board of Physicians and the 24 

Related Allied Health Advisory Committees”. The report shall include: 25 

 

  (1) recommendations for measures to increase the involvement of 26 

allied health advisory committees in complaint resolution and licensee discipline, 27 

including the feasibility and efficacy of:  28 

 

   (i) allied health advisory committees handling all allied health 29 

complaint resolution functions currently handled by the Board; or 30 

 

   (ii) having allied health committee members perform certain 31 

complaint resolution functions, including whether allied health committee members 32 

should serve on any panel established by the Board to review disciplinary cases 33 

involving allied health licensees; 34 

 

  (2) with respect to the allied health advisory committees, measures 35 

the Board is taking to: 36 
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   (i) fill vacancies;  1 

 

   (ii) solicit, identify, and appoint new members before a 2 

member’s term expires; 3 

 

   (iii) promptly reappoint members eligible and nominated to 4 

serve for an additional term; and 5 

 

   (iv) ensure that committee chairs are elected in a timely manner 6 

and preside over committee meetings; 7 

 

  (3) whether board members should sit on allied health advisory 8 

committees; 9 

 

  (4) whether the number of licensees should be considered when 10 

determining the size of an allied health advisory committee; 11 

 

  (5) whether the size and composition of the allied health advisory 12 

committees should be altered through statutory amendment to effectively carry out 13 

the committees’ oversight functions, including whether the membership of allied 14 

health advisory committees should be reduced after the initial regulations governing 15 

the allied health profession have been adopted by the Board; 16 

 

  (6) the findings regarding the appropriate entity for investigating and 17 

enforcing Title 1, Subtitle 3 of the Health Occupations Article; and 18 

 

  (7) the strategy implemented by the Board as required by Section 3 of 19 

this Act and the effect of the strategy on the backlog of complaints and complaint 20 

resolution time. 21 

 

 SECTION 11. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, on or before October 1, 22 

2013, the Department of Legislative Services shall make recommendations to the 23 

Senate Education, Health, and Environmental Affairs Committee and the House 24 

Health and Government Operations Committee regarding further extension of the 25 

termination dates of the State Board of Physicians and the related allied health 26 

advisory committees and any related changes to § 8–403 of the State Government 27 

Article that would be required. 28 

 

 SECTION 12. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That Section 2 of this Act 29 

shall take effect October 1, 2012, the effective date of Chapter 588 of the Acts of the 30 

General Assembly of 2011. If the effective date of Chapter 588 is amended, Section 2 of 31 

this Act shall take effect on the taking effect of Chapter 588. 32 

 

 SECTION 13. 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, except as provided in 33 

Section 12 of this Act, this Act shall take effect June 1, 2012.  34
